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Thus, new claims 55-103 are clear and definite and persons of ordinary skill would have 
no difficulty in detennining whether a particular method having particular steps is within the scope 
of the claims. Accordingly, the claims are definite within the meaning of §1 12. /w reMercier, 185 
U.S.P.Q. 774 (C.C.P.A. 1975) (claims sufficiently define an invention so long as one skilled in the 
art can determine what subject matter is or is not within the scope of the claims). Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph be 
withdrawn. 



IV. Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully submit that the claims are in condition for 
allowance.
